INTERESTING INCIDENTS AND RE- 
MINISCENCES OF TEXAS LIFE, 


Queint Storiesof the Texas Lifein ite Crudencas, and 
Interesting Items of Happenirgs of a More 
Recent Date— How Santa Clara Gots ite 
Name-Ben Thompson’s Rule, 


San ANTONIO, Tex., February 3.—[Specia!l Corres- 
pondeuce.J—A year ago to-day I wasin the village 
of Santa Clara, an old and inferior looking town on 
the line of the old G. H. and 8. A. railroad. In- 
deed, it is a rough, rocky place, and owing solely 
to a legend connected with it it gets its mention 
here. The legend, too, lam sure, was neverin 
print. Very casually to-day I happened tostumble 
upon it for the first time. Inashort talk with a 
Mexican. concerning the multiplicity ci small 
rocks which cover the whole face ofthe earth in 
this immediate section, I remarked they appeared 


to have rained down—so evenly are they distribu: 
ted, and so nearly alike. 

Excitedly in reply he said: 

‘That is the fact; they did rain down.”’ 

He eontinued further, in broken Eaglish’ 
‘Here,’ said he, ‘‘where we stand in tbe early 
history of Texas,a great battle was fouwglt be- 
tween the Texas forces and the Mexicans. 

The treops on the Mexican side were comman‘- 
ed by one “Gobena Madrille’”’ (I spell as he pro- 
nounced) a lineal descendant ofthefamous ‘“San- 
tce Clara,” aes 

The night before the battle, the spirit of the de- 
parted saint appeare before its 
vourg kinsman and urged him then and there to 
begin the attack, assuring him of certain defeat 
in the event he should wait for the coming mor- 
row. The gallant ‘“Gobena,’’ however, turaed a 
deaf €ar to the warningsof the spiritand wrapt 
himself im slumber. The restive spirit again ap- 
pearing commanded himto move immediately 
against the enemy, threatening at the same time 
that if he did not obey that heshould be stoned 
to death, ‘die like a dog’ at the hands oi the 
Texans the following day. But the young man 
still disregarded it all and fitfully slept on. 

The fight occurred early in the morning of the 
nextday. The Mexican forces were completely 
routed. Captain ‘“Gobena Madrille,”’ with his 
‘kuilerushed in many places, was found on the

One thing we haye learned of which we 
may well be proud.

CHOLERA PREVENTION, 

The germs of cholera were scattered last 
year all through Italy and southern France, 
and it is almost certain that the disease will 
be brought to this country by immigrants as 
soon as the weather becomes warmer, unless 
vigorous measures are taken inthe way of 
prevention. kxperience has shown that 
cholera can be fought off, and even extermi- 
nated aiter it has become epidemic. The dis- 
ease was last year surrounded and crushed 
out in Paris, ang even in dirty Toulon it was 
driyen out in midsummer. There is no reason 
why this country should bescourged witn 
the disease this year, except, the negligence 
of our public authorities. The New York 
Medical Record demands, on the part of the 
general government, immediate and thor- 
ough action. Every day’s delay at this time 
is dangerous. The Record shows that a 
properly organized .scheme of prevention 
would involve a thorough system of official 
inspection, which should begin in the foreign 
ports, be kept up at sea, and be reinforced at 
all our Own seaport quarantines. The Can- 
adian frontier, and all the terminiof trunk 
railways in this country, would need super- 
vision and close attention. .To do this will 
cost considerable money, but it will, beyond 
question, save thousands of lives, and an in- 
terruption of business that would be very 
damaging to the enti country. The cost of 
the means of prevention should not be re- 
garded when lives are at stake. The house 
committee on public health has recommended 
the giving to the national board of health 
of $25,000, and the placing $500,000 more at 
the disposal of the president. These appro- 
priations should be meade without delay; 
they are probably ample, and delay in mak- 
ing them available is the thing most to be 
feared at present. 

If we havea cholera epidemic this year, 
forewarned as we are and read as the scien- 
tific men are to do all that in them lies, the 
blame will rest upon congress and our exec- 
utive authorities. Prompt and thorough ac- 
tion can ward it eff much easier from our 
shores than it was kept last year out of Paris 
and other Europeaf cities. There should 
be no trifling with buman life in this m utter, 
and congress should institute at once the 
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‘more troops; he has predicted severe fightin

li the secretary ofthe treasury hag »een 
engaged at a large salary to lobby forthe in 
terests of the whisky ring he could not be 
more energetically or conspicuously deveted 
to that concern than he nowis. Not con- 
tent with the ruling which defeats the will 
of congress and the people, and. which prac- 


tically lends to the whisky men @ vasi 
amount of money without interest for seven 
months, he has now prepared a bill which, 
if it became alaw, would secure an indefinite 
postponement. Mr. McCullough’s bill is 
more favorable to the whisky ring than any 
measure which the lobbyists employed by 
that interest have had the audacity to pro- 
pose. 

It is impossible to say what means the 
whisky ring has employed to secure the Co- 
operation of a republican cabinet officer, but 
the spectacle of the secretary of the treasury 
begging fora combination, which has no 
other: object than the obtaining of money 
under false pretences, is net an entranc- 
ing one. It would be hu- 
miliating indeed if the secretary 
of the treasury did not, in this offensive bus- 
iness, represent the consistent attitude and 
intentions of. the republican party. 

Mr. McCullough’s bill not only ‘“‘relieves’™ 
the whisky men, but enables them to keep 
in their pockets, for an indefinite period, 
the vast sum of money which represents the 
uncollected tax on whisky in bond. The 
measure provides that the tax on whisky is 
not to be paid until the whisky in bond is 
sold, and the whisky speculators are to use 
their own time and discretion in taking their 
commodity off the hands of the government. 
Meantime, while the members of the ring are 
using the money that belongs to the people, 
the government is to store and protect the 
whisky atits own expense. The government 
also pays for leakage, for only the amount of 
whisky that is sold is taxed. 

There is of course no danger that such 
an outrageous measure can becomea law, 
but it would be interesting te know the mo- 
tives that have prompted a republican cabi- 
net officer to draft a bill which is more auda- 
ciou than any proposition that has ever 
emanated from any tool of the whisky ring.

The Proper Pronanciation of Dynamite in 
Pittsbarg, 
From the Pittsburg Leader. 

The other day, after having mace @ careiul ex 
amination of our edition of Worcester (dated 1882 
the latest issue), aud our copy oi Webster's una- 
bridged (dated 1881), a book in which we had all 
confidence, and which her¢tofore has never failed 
us, we published to the world the fact that the 
word popularly pronounced “dy-namite”’ skould 
be, accerding to the best usage, pronounced ‘*din- 
amite.”’ Both the above works, as well as the new 
“imperis] Dictionary,’’ an English work, agreeing 
in the matter, we felt that we occupied strong 
ground in making the announcement. 

But it seems that-our backing was not as strong 
as we thought it was; and_so we have been tripped 
up. And by whom’ Not by any world-known 
orthoepist, not by a Knowles, not by a Smart, not 
by a Walker, not bya Richard Grant White, not 
even By & Proi, Buryt, but by a yokel, a bumpxin, 
a yahoo from between the furrows on the Wash- 
ington county frontier,whom no eve would dream 
of being picked up by an orthoepy; by Colone! 
Chill Hazzard, edito? of the Monongahcia Repub- 
lian, who, referring to our pro 
nupciation of the word, says, in & late issue, that 
the Leader had “better go down street and blow 
in adictionary. The proper pronunciation of the 
word is dy-namite according to the latest vintage 
of Webster on a bridge.” 

Well, it was awfully galling to be corrected by 
our rustic contemporary, but nevertheless we 
went down street and discovered that Editor Haz 
zard was right. ‘‘Webster’s unabridged,” (dated 
1s84,) without giving any reason for the sudden 
flop, now gives the pronunciation o/ the word 
with the long sound of the ‘‘y,’’ while Worcester 
and the ‘‘imperial’’ still hold to the old style.

more than Mr. Lincoln in his interview with him 
bad expressed a willipgness to accord. In short, 
Genera Green knew and admired 
Mr. Lincotn befoxe his election te the 
presidency, and his: admiration continued to the 
day of his death. Every act of his life, every allu- 
ion to his visit to Mr.Lincoln and every expression 
in re gard to that distinguished statesman were en- 
tirely inconsistent with the language attributed 
to hum by Admiral Perter. Only one of his chil- 
dren was w 4 General Green at the time he paid 
his visit to Mr. Lincoln. When you called my at- 
tention to Admiral Porter’s paper I sent it imme- 
diately to her and requested ber to give me her re- 
collection of what transpired. On my return to 
the city, after an absence of several days, I received 
her reply. It was not intended for publicatiou, 
but I give it to you as it came to me: 

“Daiton, January 29.—Dear Pat: Yours of the 
26th 18 just rec ceived. Words cannot ‘express the 
indignation | felt on reading the enclosed article 
from Admiral Porter. You asked me to write all 
Iknow of yourfgrandiather’s visit to President 
Lincoln. 1 was the only one of his children with 
him atthe time. On his return he said to me: 
“My child, 1 have had along and very interesting 
conversation with the president. Ifthe pledges he 
gave me are carried out as he says he intends 
doing, the south could desire nothing more, and I 
believe he will do all hecan.”’ A few days later 
when he heard of Mr. Lincoln’s death, he said: ‘‘It 
is the greatest misfortune which eould have hap- 
pened jor the south. Mr. Lincoln could do more 
and I believe would have done more, to make 
eace than any other man. It will now be long 
clore the south can recover from the effects of his 
death.’’ He expressed his pleasure at the kind 
reception he had met with from the president, and 
told me that the general in command of Richmond, 
had ordered an officer to take him ina buggy to 
the vessel on which Mr. Lincoln was. He found it 
just about to sail, Mr. Lincoln delayed it an hour 
to see and talk with papa,meeting him in the most 
ftiendly manner, shaking hands and saying: how 
do you de,my =. jriend; I am glad to see you 
lookit ig SO well —Papa said.’ Mr. Y resident you

Much more he told which 1 do not remember, 
but Admiral Porter must haye drawn on his 
imagination in describing the interview. Papa, 
who was never rudeto the most humble, could 
not have forgotten himself in the manner de- 
scribed, andlam willing to pledge my life that 
Mr. Lincoln never used such anguage to him. J 
knew him too well to believe it. Admiral Porter’s 
statement is about as trueas w hat he said of papa’s 
cressand cane. It was not ‘homespun witha 
somewhat decayed a pearance, ’* but a new suit of 
confederate gray cloth of the finest quality. The 
staff in his hand, of which the admiral seemed to 
be so much afraid, was not “‘taken froma wood- 
pile,”’ but w aS a beautiful white pine staff, which 
he had cut at his iron works in Tennessee. It was 
about “six feet long.’’ but had no knots. on it and 
was smooth ly polished and very light and strong. 
He did not ‘‘try to throw the stick on shore,’’ but 
broughtit home with. him and continued to use it 
un til he brok r- it in the cars between Philadelphia 

nd New York in defending himself froma man 
who insulted Fd, He was 7i years oldat the 
time.

Who Has Just Returned From New Orleans—What 
He Saw end What He Has to Say Aboutit—A 
City Filled With Gamblers—The Sharks 
Who Pick up Unsuspectiag Strangers. 


Mr. Smith Clayton has returned trom New 
Orleans and is regaling his friends with spicy 
talks on his experience with the Crescent City 
and the exposition. 

‘Talk about extortion’ he remarked in a 
group of listening friends yesterday. “New 
Orleans is full of it. "Every expedient known 
to civilized creation is resorted to the 
chisel the stranger out of his ducats, The 
boarding houses on and near Canal street 
seem to be the arch fiends in the business. 
The tony French restaurants also come in for 
a share of this swindling. For instance, the 
unsuspecting but hungry stranger enters a 
restaurant. He finds no billof fare, but he 
orders something to eat, and when he asks 
for his bill is horrified and shocked! 
A case in point: A Kentucky 
gentleman went into Pezzini’s 
on Canal street, and carried two friends to 
dinner. The bill was $9.50, and the gentle- 
man had to borrow some of the money to pay 
out. A traveling man from Atlanta, whose 
name I shall not mention, took two ladies into 
Moreau’s and ordered three cups of chocolate 
and three oyster petties—”’

In short, the stranger in ljew 
Orleans should make a contract before phe 
begins to eat, otherwise he will be fleeced,/Es- 
pecially is this true in the neighborhood of 
Canal street. An old man named Fabacher, 
at the corner of Royal and Custom 
house*streets, has a first class restaurant and 
has never raised his rates. You can get a 
square meal there all the way from thirty to 
sixty cents. His coffee is five cents, oyster 
stews twenty-five cents, good steaks thirty 
cents,and soon. A stranger should beware 
of all restaurants that do not have printed 
bills of fare.” 

HOW NOT TO BE FLEECED, 

‘“‘How much can a moderate man get along 
with?” 

“T would not advise any man to goto New 
Orleans with less than fifty dollars, exclusive 
of his railroad ticket. Ifa man wants to live 
moderately, he should engage a room by the 
week and take his meals at a restaurant. If 
you call at 165 Gravier street, the oflice of the 
bureau of accommodations, youcan get a 
room, at almost any price. I paid 
three dollars a week for my 
recom. A man can get along on ten or fifteen 
dollars a week very readily, but it is nota 
good idea to go with so little money on hand. 
You can spend from that amount up to two 
bundred a week, according to the amount of 
style you put on. At the St. Charles they 
charge four dollars a day and give you two 
meals a day and u lunch. 
You get breakfast there any 
time in the morning up to twelve o’clock, and 
dinner begins at five and lasts until ten at 
night. You get your lunch whenever you 
want it. Single meals are $1.25,” 

‘‘New Orleans must be a fast town?’”’ 

“It is the fastest town I ever saw. There 
are upwards of forty gambling houses in full 
blast night and day. The bulk of the popu-

The 
government building is by far the grandest 
collection af the products of a country that 
has ever been displayed, and is the best sort 
of a school for an American who wishes to 
know what his country brings forth.” 

‘What about Georgia’s display ?”’ 

“Georgia has 3,000 feet of space, principally 
eeccupied by space. I found great difficulty

Mr. Clayton says one of the greatest 
troubles is the high railroad fare in the south. 
The rate from Atianta is as much as it is-from 
Chicago.

They are 
men from a distance out of work who have 
flocked to New Orleans in the _ hope 
of making money. In the main they have 
been sadly left. It is not an uncommon thing 
for thirty or forty men to be sent up for va- 
grancy in one day, and the other night one 
hundred tramps were arrested for being found 
asleep on the gambling tables. That occurred 
at No. 18 Royal street, the largest gambling 
house in the United States, where every 
night not less than five hundred men 
and boys may be seen plaving 

ALL THE GAMES OF CHANCE 
that were ever invented, the great game be- 
ing keno. At this game men will sit for hour 
after hour in the hope of winning forty or 
fifty dollars by investing in acard. The bat- 
ting, in the main, is not heavy. I was told 
that the license paid by gambling houses in 
New Orleans amounts to $5,000 a year. There 
isastrict statute against Dg mong ing, but it 
does not seem to be approved by public senti- 
ment and is not enforced. The Louisiana 
state lottery is the arch-gamblidg institution 
of the state and pays $40,000 a year for the 
suppert ofa charity hospital. was singu- 
larly struck with the army of women and 
girls who have gone to New Orleans from all 
parts of the world, seeking employinent. How 
they live is a complete mystery to me.” 

AS TO THE EXPOSITION, 

‘“‘How about the exposition?”’ 

“The universal comment of people who have 
visited New Orleans and seen the exposition, 
is thatthe exhibit is magnificent, but the 
management could not be worse. The people 
of New Orleans seem to take very little inter- 
est in the exposition except to abuse the man- 
agement which they claim has misappropria- 
ted much ofthe funds. The exposition has 
spent over two million six hundred thousand 
dollars, and the thing is three 
hundred thousand dollars in debt 
and not paying running expenses. A number 
of prominent and wealthy men say the money 
could be raised in fifteen minutes to lift the 
exposition out of debt, but the people of New 
Orleans will not contribute anything more to 
the — management. They say if the 
exhibitors could select the managers the money 
could be raised and the exposition rescued, 
An eficrt is now being made to get an. 
other loan from the government, 
but there is no hope of the 
money being obtained. If the exposition was 
attended by 20,000 people a day from now 
until its close the money already loaned by 
the government could not be paid back. The 
exhibitors are expecting some sort of a change 
very scon and maybe it ig best for people who 
want to see the exposition to rush along down 
and see it asso0on as possible. It is worth 
twenty trips to New Orleans to see it.” 

WHAT CAN BE SEEN, 

‘What is there to see?’’ 

“Everything on earth. It is a grand show 
and its like will not be seen again soon.
